Report  of  the  ifedical  Officer  of  Health 

for  the  :’.’^ar  endecrsist  December  .1966 


i'ir.  Chairman,  ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  following  report  on  the  Public 
Health  of  the  District  for  19o6.  This  report  includes  the  reports  of  the 
senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  Water  Engineer. 

The  Registrar  General's  estiiaated  mid-year  population  was 
18, 160,  the  same  figure  as  estimated  for  1965*  There  was  a natiural  increase 
of  births  over  deaths  of  32, 

There  were  207  deaths  in  the  district;  186  of  this  total 
occurred  in  persons  over  55  years  of  age.  Four  deaths  occurred  in  children 
under  one  year  of  age  and  three  of  these  four  deaths  occurred  in  the  first 
week  of  life.  The  corrected  death  rate  for  the  district  was  10.02.  The 
corresponding  rate  for  1965  was  10.5*  The  corrected  death  rate  for  the 
Administrative  county  of  Norfollc  ^^ras  9.91*  The  Death  Rata  for  England  and 
Wales  was  11.7. 

Forty-two  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  were  notified  during 
the  year.  Sixteen  were  cases  of  measles,  twenty  were,  cases  of  a mild  form  of 
dysenteiy,  and  one  was  a case  of  Pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

i-.iains  water  is  available  to  all  Parishes  of  the  Rural  District. 
One  hundred  and  twenty-five  new  supplies  were  connected  in  the  district 
scheme  and  in  Dersingham  and  Heacham.  Bacteriological' tests  gave  excellent 
results. 

Progress  continued  to  be  made  on  the  sewerage  scheme  for 
Dersingham,  Snettisham  and  Ingoldisthorpe.  Further  consideration  has  been 
given  to  plans  and  timetables  for  the  sewerage  schemes  for  the  central  and 
North  Eastern  parishes. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  gratitude  to  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health  comraittee  for  their  support,  and 
to  the  staffs  of  the  local  authority  and  the  Local  Health  Office  for  the 
continuous  co-operation  and  assistance  throughout  the  year.

The  crude  rate  was  13*2  per  1,000  population  compared  with 
14.0  in  1965*  The  corrected  birth  rate  (using  a comparability  factor  of 
1.06)  v/as  13.9  per  1,000  of  the  population  compared  with  a rate  of -17.7  for  ■ 
England  and  Kales,  and  16.19  for  the  Administrative  Couaty  of  Norfolii. 

Illegitimate  Births 

The  number  of  illegitimate  live  births  was  19  compared  with 
17  in  1965*  The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  to  the  total  live  births- 
was  7. 9% I it  was  6.7%  in  I965,  6.4%  in  I964  and  6.4%  in  1963 . 

Stillbirths 

There  v/ero  4 stillbirths  in  1966,-  all  in  legitimate  births, 
giving  a stillbirth  rate  per  1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths  of  I6.5,  compared 
with  19.2  in  1965-  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  15*4  for  I966,  and  for 
the  Administrative  County  it  was  15.62,

This  is  deaths  in  illegitimate  infants  per  1,000  illegitimate 
live  births.  There  were  no  deaths  in  I966,  giving  an  illegitimate  infant 
mortality  rate  of  zero. 

Neonatal  iortalitv  R-ate 

Neonatal  mortality  Rate  is  deaths  of  infants  under  four  weeks  of 

ago  per  1,000  live  births.  Of  the  four  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year, 

three  ware  in  infants  undor  four  weeks.  The  rate  for  I966  was  12.6, 

compared  with  15.7  in  1965,  11.3  in  I964  and  11.3  in  1963. 

Early  Neonatal  mortality  Rato 

This  rate  is  deaths  of  infants  undor  one  wook  of  age  per  1,000 
live  births.  Of  the  three  deaths  of  infants  under  four  weeks  of  age,  all- 
were  in  infants  under  one  week.  The  rate  for  I966  is  12.6,  compared  with 
11.8  in  1965  and  11.3  in  I964. 

Perinatal  nortality  Rato 


This  rate  is  combined  stillbirths  and  deaths  under  one  week  of 
age  per  1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths.  The  rate  for  I966  is  32.9, 
compared  with  30.8  in  I965  and  33.2  in  I964.

The.  Registrar  General  has  recorded  the  following  deaths  and 
they  are  classified  imder  the  thirty-six  hoadings  based  on  the  abbreviated 
list  of  International  Statistical  Classifications  of  Diseases^  Injuries  and 
Causes  of  Deaths, 1955*  Where  headings  are  omitted  from  the  table,  there  were 
no  deaths  due  to  these  causes. 
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The  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  District  in  I966  was  20 7 0 

Heart  disease  accounted  for  71  deaths  and  was  the  biggest 
killer  - this  disease  caused  34*3fo  of  all  deaths,  compared  with  35.5^  in 
1965  and  43.2^  in  1964* 

Coronary  arter/  disease,  with  50,  deaths,  caused  2b.0/i  of  all 
deaths,  compared  with  24.3%  in  I965  and  28.6%  in  1964. 

Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system,  with  29  deaths,  g'ave  a 
figure  of  14.0%  of  deaths,  compared  v;ith  15.4%  in  1965  and  11.97%  in  I964. 

If  all  deaths  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory 
system  (which  includes  vascular  lesions  of  the.  nervous  system)  are  com- 
bined, a figure  of  108  deaths  is  obtained  - this  is  52.1%  of  all  deaths, 
co.n^ared  with  52.8%  in  I965  and  59.8%  in  I964. 

. Cancer  caused  44  deaths  or  2l.3%  of  deaths,  compared  with 
16.8%  in  1965  and  16,2%  in  I964.  Of  those,  9 wore  due  to  cancer  of  tho 
lung  and  bronchus  - in  other  words,  20.5%  nf  cancer  deaths  were  caused  by 
cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus,  compared  with  16.7%  in  1965  and  23.7%  in 

1964.  - . . ' 

Accidents  caused  5 deaths  or  2.4%  of  deaths.  This  type  of 
death  could  bo  preventable.

It  does,  however,  indicate  the  degree  of 
opportunity  for  invasion  and  is,  thus,  a useful  index  of  infectious  cases  in 
the  community.

Diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus 

Immunisation  against  these  three  diseases  is  given  by  the 
County  Council  and  is  usually  commenced  in  infancy  when  the  child  is  about 
three  months  old.  It  is  mainly  given  as  ’Triple  Antigen'  thus  reducing  the 
number  of  injections  a child  needs.  The  antigens  given,  combined  in  a 
single  vaccine,  produce  a greater  protection  to  each  disease  than  they 
would  if  given  separately.

Those  Regulations  impose  upon  occupiers  of  premises  whore  food 
is  sold  or  prepared,  obligations  in  respect  of  the  handling  of  food,  the 
cleanliness  of  equipment  and  premises,  personal , cleanliness,  facilities  for 
washing  food  and  equipment,  and  the  proper  maintenance  of  the  structural 
condition  of  the  promises  themselves,  and  other  matters  connected  with  the' 
prevention  of  contamination  of  food  etc.

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PUBLIC  CIEAI\ISING 


(a)  I^FUSC  COLLECTION  The  collection  of  roTuso’  from  private  houses, 
business  pronises  and  caravan  sites,  was  continued  throughout  the  year  in  all 
parishes  in  the  district.  The  service  provides  for  a wookly  collection  of 
household  refuse. 

Despite  the  fact  that  breakdovms  of  ioachines,  sickness  anongst  the 
men,  and  the  employment  of  temporary  labour  etc.  all  tend  to  slow  down  the 
rate  of  work,  there  was  no  serious  interruption  of  the  service  dixring  the 
year. 

The  seasonal  problem  of  dealing  with  refuse  from  all  the  caravan 
sites  and  beach  bungalows  in  the  area,  was  again  overcome  by  the  working  of 
overtime,  and  employment  of  additional  labour, as  and  when  necessary. 

Six  vehicles  are  in  regular  use,  and  one  spare  machine,  is -kept  for 
use  when  any  of  the  others  are  undergoing  repair  in  servicing. 

Eighteen  men  are  employed  on  refuse  collection. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  continued  to  be  by  tipping  into  pit  holes  in 
various  parts  of  the  district.  In  addition  to  the  refuse  collected  by 
Council  employees,  the  pits  are  used  to  a groat  extent  for  the  disposal  of 
refuse  by  builders  and  contractors,  farmers  and  business  people. 

The  use  of  refuse  pits  by  persons  other  than  Council  employees  does, 
however,  load  to  a lot  of  indiscriminate  disposal  of  refuse,  necessitating 
fairly  frequent  bulldozing  to  try  and  keep  the  tips  in  a reasonably  tidym 
condition.  The  cost  of  bulldozing  for  the  year  under  review  came  to  £2l6, 
and  the  cost  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal,  as  allowed  for  in  the 
1966/67  estimates,  was  £16,695. 

(b)  CESSPOOL  EtiPTYING  The  service  providing  for  the  emptying  of  cess- 
pools was  continued  throughout  the  district,  four  free  emptyings  a year  being 
given,  with  any  emptyings  in  excess  of  this  being  charged  for  at  the  rate  of 
15/ -d.  a load. 

Five  machines  and  ten  men  are  employed,  and  the  service  includes  the 
emptying  of  cesspools  at  private  houses,  Council  houses,  business  premises, 
caravan  sites,  and  the  do-sludging  of  sewage  disposal  works  serving  Council 
housing  estates. 

Despite  the  fact  that  sewerage  is  provided  at  Heachan  and 
Burnham  i'iarket,  the  work  of  emptying  cesspools  continues  to  increase,  as  shown 
by  the  following  figures,  which  indicate  the  actual  number  of  orptyings 
carried  out  over  the  past  6 years ;-

(c)  LAVATORY  PAIL  Ei''IPTIING  The  non  and  nachines  onployod  on  cosspool 
eaptying  nontionod  abovo,  aro  also  ongagod  in  thG-onp tying  of  lavatory  pails 
in  all  parishos  intho  district,  with  the  exception  of  Hoachan  and 
Burnharj  ilarket.  However,  sono  pails  in  the  outlying  areas  of 
Bumhan  mrket,  which  are  not  sewered  still  need  euptying. 

Pails  are  nornally  emptied  in  the  early  hours  of  the  Lioming,  and 
after  this  work  has  finished,  the  nen  then  start  on  cesspool  emptying. 

The  disposal  of  cesspool  and  pail  contents  continued  to  be  carried 
out  by  discharging  then  at  the  various  refuse  pits  in  the  district. 

The  cost  of  the  combined  cesspool  and  pail  service,  as  allowed  for  in 
the  1966/67  estimates,  was  £12,878. 

PUBLIC  TOILETS 

Five  public  toilets  have  been  provided  by  the  Council,  four  to  deal 
primarily  with  the  influx  of  holiday  makers  to  the  beaches  at  Brancaster, 

Ho  Lae,  Heacham  South  Beach  and  Snettisham.,  and  one  to  meet  the  needs  of 
Heacham  village. 

During  the  year  an  agreement  was  made  with  the  owner, of  the  toilets 
near  Jubilee  Bridge,  North  Beach,  Heacham,  whereby  the  Council  administered 
and  maintained  these  toilets. 

The  provision  of  public  toilets  at  Dersingham  and  Burnham  Overy 
Staithe,  was  given  active  consideration  by  the  Public  Health  Corxiitteo-,  but 
by  the  end  of  the  year  it  had  not  been' possible  to  complete-  the 
preliminary  work  and  make  a start  on  their  erection. 

C/iRAV.lIi  SITE  & CONTROL  OF  DEVBIOHvENT  ACT. I960 

The  control  of  caravan  sites ji' "by  way  of  licensing,  was  continued.  At 
the  end  of  the  year,  the  position  regarding  the  numbeh  of  licensed  sites  in

The  extent  of  the  seasonal  problem  of  refuse  collection,  mentioned 
briefly  under  "Public  Cleansing",  can  bo'" gauged  by  tlio  number  of  holiday 
caravans  shown  above,  each  of  which  is  expected  to  have  its_  own  individual 
refuse  bin. 

The  caravan  sites  aro  nou  generally  of  a reasonably  good  standard 
regarding  sanitary  facilities,  but  one  or  two  site  operators  aro  still 
being  dilatory  in  complying  fully  with  the  Council's  site  licence  conditions. 

WATER  SUFPLIFS 

(a)  PUBLIC  SUPPLIES  In  collaboration  v;ith  the  Waterworks  Department, 
samples  of  the  public  supply  are  taken  fror^  time  to  time,  and  during  the 
year  18  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  one  for 
chemical  analysis. 

With  one  exception,  all  samples  were  reported  on  favourably.  A further 
sample  submitted  from  the  one  source  having  an  unfavourable  report,  turned 
out  to  be  entirely  satisfactory. 

(b)  IRIVATE  SUPPLIES  One  sample  of  water  taken  from  a private  well,  had 
an  adverse  report  and,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the  owners  of  the  property 
served  by  the  well,  a very  isolated  dwelling,  v/ere  considering  talcing  a mains 
supply  to  the  premises. 
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ROrEI\fT  CONTROL 


During  tho  year,  491  conplaints  woro  roceivod  of  infestation  by 
rats  and  riico.  This  was  an  incrcaso  of  101  in  tho  nuiabor  for  the  previous 
year. 

The  Council's  one  rodent  operator  is  responsible  for  dealing  with 
infestations  in  private  houses  and  business  pronises,  whore  a request  is 
made  for  assistance,  or  as  tho  result  of  survey.  The  Council's  14  refuse 
tips  are  also  given  periodic  treatment. 

No  charge  is  made  for  treatment  given  to  private  dwellings  or  to 
business  premises,  and  tho  only  circumstances  in  which  a charge  could  be  made, 
would  bo  if  disinfestation  was  carried  out  on  agricultural  land  or  property. 

CQi'^iUNICADLS  DISEASES 


/in  outbreak  of  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  among  the  pupils  of  one  school 
in  the  district  necessitated  24  visits  to  be  made  for  investigation  purposes, 
and  32  specimens  of  faeces  were  subm.itted  for  examination. 

Apart  from  this  one  incident,  nothing  else  occurred  which  required 
the  services  of  tho  Health  Department. 

TET  OFFICES.  SHOPS  & R/ilLV/AI  PREmISES  ACT.  1963 

This  Act,  the  main  part  of  which  cai;:o  into  operation  in  ‘ 

August  1964,  is  intended  as  a measure  for  tho  promotion  of  health,  welfare 
and  safety  of  parsons  employed  in  offices,  shops  and  railway  premises. 

The  provisions  of  tho  Act  relate  to  cleanliness,  washing 
facilities,  overcrowding,  temperatures,  ventilation,  lighting,  sanitary 
accorxiodation,  guarding  of  exposed  parts  of  machinery,  sitting  facilities 
for  assistants,  etc.  Occupiers  of  shops  and  offices  are  required  to  make 
application  for  registration  of  their  premises,  and  by  the  end  of  the 
year,  100  prordsos  which  come  within  tho  scope  of  the  iict,  wore  registered. 

FACTORIES  /AND  kPRKSHOPS 

There  are  75  factories  and  workshops  in  tho  District,  and 
22  inspections  wore  made  during  the  year.

( a ) Gt.  Bircham 

The  quantity  of  water  pumped  from  this  Station  during  the 
year  decreased  by  some  6,000,000  gallons  compared  with  the  previous  year,1965. 

The  pumping  plant  at  this  Station  operated  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  year  requiring  only  noriaal  maintenance. 

Both  pumps  were  operated  simultaneously  on  a number  of  occasions 
to  avoid  any  shortage  of  supply. 

The  stsjid-by  Diesel  Generator  has  been  in  use  on  quite  a number 
of  occasions,  on  one  occasion  this  enablod  us  to  maintain  supply  without 
incurring  maximum  demand  charges  for  electricity.
